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SCHOOL  REPORT 


To  the  Voters  of  the  Belmont  School  District: 

The  report  of  the  past  year  is  at  the  present  time  a  bit  of 
ancient  historj.  The  facts  and  financial  standing  you  may  find 
in  the  report  of  the  Supervisor  and  the  district  Treasurer. 

The  school  year  beginning  Sept  I  1919  comes  under  the  new 
law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  and  by  which  much 
of  the  conduct  of  your  schools  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  state 
We  have  not  the  space  here  to  go  into  details  in  regard  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  law  but  we  think  all  parents  and  voters  should 
attend  school  meeting  and  at  least  know  where  some  of  their 
dollars  go  as  our  schools  now  call  for  much  m  >re  money  than  for- 
merly. One  requirement  of  the  new  law  is  that  the  district  must 
raise  $3  50  on  every  thousand  dollars  of  the  inventory  of  the 
district  for  the  support  of  its  elementary  schools  and  those  dis- 
tricts which  raise  $5  00  per  thousand  will  receive  from  the  state 
such  aid  as  is  required  to  maintain  standard  schools  and  we  rec- 
ommend that  this  be  done  the  coming  year. 

We  also  recommend  that  provision  be  made  to  put  at  least 
one  of  the  rural  school  houses  in  good  repair  and  it  is  one  of  the 
requirements  of  the  law  that  they  must  come  up  to  u  standard 
set  by  the  State  Hoard  of  Education. 

Please  consider  the  estimates  in  another  part  of  the  report  as 
it  is  your  privilege  to  make  such  changes  as  you  see  fit.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Belmont  School  District: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  superintendent 
of  schools. 

The  school  work  during  the  year  ending  last  June  was  much 
broken  up  on  account  of  the  unprecedented  amount  of  sickness 
which  prevailed  during  the  fall  and  winter.  Necessarily  the  re- 
sults were  not  as  satisfactory  as  they  would  have  been  had  con- 
ditions been  normal.  While  nominally  we  had  36  weeks  of 
school  the  actual  school  time  was  considerably  less.  The  total 
enrolment  during  the  year  was  213,  the  average  member- 
ship 174,  and  the  average  attendance  156.  Only  two  pupils  had 
perfect  records  for  attendance  during  the  year. 

The  usual  closing  exercises  were  held  at  the  close  of  the  school 
year.  Fifteen  children  were  granted  certificates  of  graduation. 
Four  of  these  were  from  the  schools  outside  the  village.  Five 
children  from  this  class  entered  secondary  schools  in  the  fall.  A 
much  larger  number  of  the  children  completing  the  grammar 
school  course  ought  to  be  entering  higher  schools.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  twenty-one  children  from  Belmont  in  attendance  at 
secondary  schools. 

With, the  closing  of  schools  in  June  we  lost  six  of  our  teaching 
force  by  reason  of  resignation.  This  left  but  two  of  those  who 
had  had  experience  with  us  with  whom  to  begin  the  new  year. 
This  gave  us  the  problem  of  finding  if  possible  six  new  teachers. 
Up  to  the  present  time  we  have  not  succeeded  in  fully  solving  it. 

The  unusual  demand  for  workers  in  the  commercial  and  indus- 
trial world,  the  high  salaries  paid,  the  unfavorable  conditions  un- 
der which  teachers  have  sometimes  had  to  work,  the  low  salaries 
paid  teachers  have  all  combined  to  bring  about  a  situation  which 
is  extremely  serious.  There  is  a  great  shortage  of  teachers 
throughout  the  country  and  there  is  no  immediate  prospect  of  any 
material  improvement  in  the  situation.  It  is  conservatively  esti- 
mated that  there  are  twenty  thousand  schools  closed  at  the  pres- 
ent time  for  want  of  teachers.  At  the  same  time  there  are  several 
thousand  more  being  taught  by  those  whose  qualifications  are  be- 
low the  standard.      It  is  needless  t  i  say   that  such  a  situation  is  a 
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menace  to  the  schools  in  general. 

We  were  fortunate  in  filling  the  vacancies  at  the  Gale  school 
with  teachers  of  experience  and  training.  Mrs  Etta  R  Thurston 
who  is  a  Maine  normal  graduate  has  had  several  years  experience 
and  has  filled  the  position  of  principal  with  us  very  satisfactorily. 
Miss  Harriet  Powers  is  a  graduate  of  Keene  normal  school  and 
had  taught  a  year  before  coming  to  us.  Miss  Dorothy  Burnham 
is  a  graduate  of  the  Concord  Training  School  for  teachers.  Miss 
Emma  Kelley,  who  has  spent  one  summer  at  Plymouth  and  has 
had  a  years  experience  previous  to  her  work  with  us,  has  proved 
a  success  at  the  Upper  Province  Road  school.  After  some  delay 
we  succeeded  in  securing  Miss  Lillian  Saunders  of  Laconia  for 
the  Union  school.  Miss  Sounders  came  to  us  without  experience 
She  has  worked  hard  and  with  a  fine  spirit  in  meeting  a  very  dif- 
ficult situation.  She  is  spending  the  month  of  February  at  a 
special  session  for  untrained  and  inexperienced  teachers  at  Ply- 
mouth normal  school.  The  Piummer  school  has  been  closed  dur- 
ing the  year  for  the  want  of  a  teacher  and  the  children  carried  to 
the  village.  This  arrangement  has  been  satisfactory  to  no  one 
We  are  in  hopes  of  being  able  to  open  this  school  in  the  spring.

We  are  paying  teachers  a  little  more  than  we  did  last  year. 
We  must  expect  to  pay  considerably  more  next  year.  Hardly  a 
day  passes  but  we  may  read  in  the  newspaper  of  a  material  in- 
crease in  salaries  granted  teachers  in  some  town  or  city.  The 
situation  which  confronts  the  school  has  resulted  in  the  arousing 
of  public  opinion  throughout  the  country  pretty  generally  to  the 
need  of  giving  teachers  a  reasonable  and  adequate  living.  The 
position  of  the  teacher  is  bound  to  improve  in  the  matter  of  com- 
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pensation  and  appreciation.     On  the  other  hand  very  much  more 
will  be  expected  of  the  teacher. 

The  school  census  which  was  taken  in  September  showed  that 
there  were  239  children  in  the  school  district  between  the  ages  of 
5  and  16.  The  enrolment  in  our  schools  at  that  time  was  179. 
The  present  enrolment  is  about  the  same.  We  have  fourteen  chil- 
dren attending  elementary  schools  outside  the  district.  The  at- 
tendance this  year  has  not  been  up  to  the  average  in  regularity. 
This  is  due  in  part  to  a  large  amount  of  sickness. 

During  this  winter  there  are  four  transportation  routes  into  the 
village  school  and  about  forty-five  children  thus  cared  for.  In 
addition  there  is  a  route  to  the  Union  school  providing  for  six 
children  i:nd  another  to  the  Lower  Province  Road  school  for  two 
children.  The  expenditure  for  transportation  this  year  will  show 
a  decided  increase. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  at  the  school  meeting  Miss  Ann 
Mitchell,  the  nurse  connected  with  the  Ipswich  Mill,  has  given 
part  of  her  time  to  the  schools.  I  took  occasion  in  my  report 
last  year  to  call  attention  to  the  demand  which  is  everywhere  be- 
ing made  on  the  school  to  concern  itself  with  the  physical  welfare 
of  the  children.  The  school  ought  to  be  teaching  the  boys  and 
girls  not  only  to  know  the  great  laws  of  health  but  to  live  them. 
It  also  must  watch  the  physical  growth  and  development  of  the 
children  and  safeguard  their  health  as  far  as  possible.  The  state 
board  of  education  has  adopted  certain  regulations  in  regard  to  the 
health  and  physical  welfare.  In  districts  where  medical  inspec- 
tion has  not  been  adopted  "there  shall  be  imployed,  as  the  school 
board  may  direct  a  school  nurse,  who  shall  make  not  less  than  one 
annual  examination  of  pupils,  note  and  record  their  physical 
condition,  together  with  diseases  and  defects,  notify  teachers  and 
parents  and  with  the  aid  of  teachers  and  superintendent  labor  to 
secure  remedial  treatment  when  necessary." 

At  the  suggestion  of  Miss  Ballard  the  county  demonstrator, 
and  with  her  cooperation  and  assistance,  we  are  trying  the  exper- 
iment of  a  hot  lunch  at  the  Gale  school.  80  far  a  little  mora 
than  half  the  children  who  bring  dinners  are  participating.  Each 
noon  some  warm  dish  is  served  prepared  by  one  of  the  teaehers 
assisted  by  two  or  more  of  the  pupils.      A  nominal  charge  is  made 
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each  child  for  the  warm  dish  which  nearly  pays  the  expense.  The 
children  are  served  at  tables  and  eat  their  dinners  under  much 
more  favorable  conditions  than  formerly.  Of  course  this  makes 
additional  work  for  the  teachers  and  interferes  somewhat  with  the 
work  of  the  schoolroom.  With  experience  it  can  doubtless  be 
better  organized. 

I  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  sufficiently  large 
to  completely  remodel  one  of  the  rural  school  buildings.  I  would 
suggest  the  Union  school.  It  ought  to  be  made  a  model  building 
It  needs  a  new  location,  one  where  there  could  be  an  adequate 
playground.  The  lighting  should  be  altered  to  meet  the  standard 
requirements,  a  jacketed  stove  installed  with  some  system  of  ven- 
tilation, all  slate  boards  put  in  and  proper  toilets  constructed. 
The  school  board  has,  I  believe,  made  arrangements  to  install 
chemical  toilets  as  soon  as  conditions  permit.  I  think  however 
this  should  be  done  in  connection  with  general  remodeling.  I 
would  also  call  attention  to  the  cramped  condition  at  the  Upper 
Province  Road  School.  I  doubt  if  this  building  is  worth  com- 
plete remodeling  to  meet  the  state  standard  requirements.  It 
would  I  think  be  wiser  to  build  a  new  building  and  one  which 
would  be  a  credit  to  the  community. 

The  new  state  school  legislation  which  became  effective  Sept  1 
1919,  is  of  such  importance  and  will  have  such  a  bearing  on  the 
future  management  and  conduct  of  the  schools  that  it  seems  fitt- 
ing and  desirable  that  certain  features  of  it  should  be  noted  in  this 
report.  The  new  law  created  a  state  board  of  education  of  six 
members,  including  the  governor  ex  officio.  This  board  is  grant- 
ed "the  same  powers  of  management,  supervision  and  direction 
over  all  public  schools  in  this  state  as  the  directors  of  the  ordina- 
ry business  corporation  have  over  the  business  of  the  corporation, 
except  as  its  powers  and  duties  may  be  limited  by  law."  Among 
other  things  the  state  board  is  directed  to  combine  the  several 
school  districts  in  the  state  into  supervisory  unions,  and  "upon 
consultation  with  the  local  school  boards  in  each  of  said  supervi- 
sory unions  and  upon  the  nomination  by  said  school  boards  of  a 
suitable  and  competent  person,  the  state  board  shall  employ  such 
person  as  superintendent."  In  the  forming  of  these  unions  Bel- 
mont was  continued  as  formerly   in    the    Tilton   union.      This    is 
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officially  known  as  Tilton  Supervisory  Union  No.  59,  and  com- 
prises Tilton  Northfield  Belmont  and  Gilford.  There  are  in  all 
fifty-two  teachers  working  in  this  union.  The  new  law  defines 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  superintendent. 

The  law  makes  it  obligatory  upon  the  local  school  board  to 
maintain  standard  elementary  schools  for  at  least  36  weeks  each 
year  and  defines  a  standard  school  as  one  (1)  maintained  for  36 
weeks  at  least  in  each  year,  (2)  in  a  suitable  building,  (3)  equip- 
ped with  approved  furniture,  books  maps  and  other  necessary  ap- 
pliances, (4)  taught  by  an  approved  teacher,  (5)  directed  and 
supervised  by  an  approved  superintendent,  (6)  with  suitable  care 
for  the  health  and  physical  welfare  of  all  the  pupils. 

The  law  recognizes  the  work  of  Americanizing  in  teaching 
English  to  non-English  speaking  adults,  and  in  furnishing  in- 
struction in  the  privileges,  duties  and  responsibilities  of  citizen- 
ship, as  "essential  part  of  public  school  education."  In  this  con- 
nection I  may  say  that  an  attempt  was  made  to  start  an  evening 
school  at  the  village  but  not  enough  interest  was  manifest  to  war- 
rant the  experiment. 

In  order  that  the  maintenance  of  the  schools  as  required  may 
not  be  too  great  a  financial  burden  it  is  provided  that  "in  any 
district  in  which  the  money  produced  by  a  tax  of  five  dollars  on 
a  thousand  dollars  of  the  value  of  the  ratable  estates  in  the  dis- 
trict is  insufficient  to  maintain  the  required  elementary  and  special 
schools  and  to  provide  the  necessary  textbooks,  scholars  supplies 
flags  and  appurtenances,  the  state  board  shall  provide  the  balance 
of  the  money  necessary  from  the  money  appropriated  for  that 
purpose  by  the  provisions  of  this  act."  Belmont  is  a  state  aided 
district. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  many  who  have 
helped  to  make  my  work  a  pleasure.
